MONTREAL (June 20). Stanstead College, which ten months ago announced it would no longer accept provincial govern- 
ment grants in order to maintain complete control over its enrollment policies, has now launched its fight for LI.F.E. 

L.I.F.E., representing Long-Term Investment Fund Endowments, is a major fund-raising campaign with the objective of 
raising a capital investment fund of $5, 000, 000. 

The announcement of the campaign, themed OPERATION LIFE-LINE, was made by Lome C. Webster, Chairman of the 
Board of Trustees ot Stanstead College and by Jeremy M. Riley, Headmaster and administrative director of the school, who 
spoke on behalf of the Board of Trustees. 

According to Mr. Riley, “This investment fund (L.I.F.E.) will provide an annual income base designed to ensure the main- 
tenance of economic stability and operational independence of Stanstead College.” 

Mr. Webster reviewed the decision made by the school’s Board of Trustees last year. “Last August, Stanstead College re- 
affirmed a decision that was made over 100 years earlier. That decision was to maintain the policy of offering only the high- 
est quality of education available to its students under the guidelines of freedom and independence established by the 
school’s founders in 1872.” 

The Board of Trustees of this non-profit private educational institution had to decide on a matter of principle”, Mr. 

Webster continued. The alternative was to decline the $240,000. Quebec Government grant available to us as much needed 
operating revenue, rather than to succumb to the unacceptable enrollment dictates of the new bill and by so doing com- 
promise our educational standards.” 

According to Mr. Webster, there is little likelihood that Stanstead will resume acceptance of the provincial government 
grants in the near future. “It appears obvious that the Quebec Government intends to pursue its education policies and 
subsequent controls encompassed by Bill 101. But Stanstead College must continue to survive without compromising its 
standards, its principles or its educational legacy developed and expanded by over six generations of Stanstead vradua°tes 
We must therefore continue to decline the grants available to us from the Quebec Government under the circumstances 
that prevail.” 

These circumstances have led, in part, to the decision to launch the fund-raising campaign. Mr. Riley stated “Operation Life- 
line will provide an investment fund which will meet both the short-term and long-term needs of the college. 

The essence and spirit of Stanstead is rooted in this one paramount attribute - freedom from interference by outside sources 
...independence! Without independence our school would not be the Stanstead College we know today.”
